A MARVELOUS THEORK 


The Universe Made For Man 


Alone, Says Dr. Wallace. 


EAETH AT THE CENTER OF ALL 


Fn nio on EngllNli Srlentiflt Exponntla 


Startling VletTN, Stating- Tliut tlie 
Inhabitant* of This 'World of Our* 
"Were the COUMC of Creation— Stars 
Limited Iti Number. 


Dr. Alfred Russel Wiillacc, tbe emi- 


nent scientist, "tvlio was credited by 
Darwin himself with having; discov- 
ered the theory of natural selection, 
has again centfred the attention of the 
scientific world upon liiuiseJf by a re- 
markable article in the Fortnightly 
Review for March. In this be advances 
the startling theory that tlso earth, or 
solar system, is the physical center of 
the stellar system and adds that the su- 
preme end nnd purpose of this vast 
universe are the production and devel- 
opment of the living soul in the perish- 
able body of man. says a special cable 
dispatch from London to the New York 
American. 


This attempt to unite religion and 


science is entitled "Man's Place In the 


, Universe,'1 and, while it is impossible 
here to give in full the absorbingly in- 
teresting details of Dr. "Wallace's the- 
ory, the chief features may be out- 
lined. 


Dr. Wallace recalls that to the early 


astronomers the, earth was the center 
of the visiole universe, but that as 
progressive knowledge of astronomy 
further enlightened men of science 
they were driven to the other extreme. 


Recent astronomy reduces the impor- 


tance of the earth to comparative in- 
significance by enlarging upon the 
vastness, variety and complexity of 
the stellar universe. It is also recalled 
that modern skepticism points out the 
difficulty of believing that the Creator 
of all selected one of the smallest of 
his created orbs as the scene for the 
tremendous sacrifice of his Son in the 
scheme of redemption. 


Dr. Wallace's first question is, "Are 


the stars infinite in number?" 
By a 


fascinating argument, in which he cov- 
ers the progress made in astronomy 
during the past fifty years, he estab- 
lishes a strong case in favor of the lim- 
ited extent of the stellar universe, quot- 
ing, by the way, Professor Newcomb 
and others, who affirm that if the num- 
ber of stars was infinite their com- 
bined light would be fully equal to the 
sun at midday," while as. a matter of 
fact starlight is but one-fortieth as 
powerful as moonlight. Ills conclu- 
sions on this point are: 


The result so far reached by astrono- 


mc-rs as the direct logical conclusions 
from the whole mass of facts accumu- 
lated by means of powerful instruments 
of research, which have given us the new 
astronomy, is that our sun is one of the 
central orbs or^a globular star cluster 
and that this star cluster occupies nearly 
the central position in the exact plane of 
the Milky Way, but I am not aware that 
any writer has taken the next step and, 
combining these two conclusions, has 
stated definitely that our sun is thus 
shown to occupy a position very near if 
not actually at the center of the whole 
visible universe and therefore, in all prob- 
ability, in the center of the whole material 
universe. 
This conclusion no doubt is a startling 


one, 
and all kinds of objections will be 
made against it, yet I am not acquainted 
with any great inductive result of modern 
science that has been arrived at so grad- 
ually, so legitimately, by means of so 
vast a mass of precise measurements and 
observations and by such wholly unpreju- 
diced workers. It may not be proved 
with minute accuracy as regards the ac- 
tual mathematical center. That is not of 
the least importance, but that it is sub- 
stantially correct there seems to be no 
good reason of doubt, and I therefore 
hold it right and proper to have it so 
stated and provisionally accepted until 
further accumulations of evidence may 
show to what extent it requires modifica- 
tion. 


Passing from this part of his subject, 


Dr. Wallace takes up our position in 
the solar system itself as regards 
adaptability for organic life. 


'•Here, too," he says, "I am not 


aware that the whole facts have been 
sufficiently considered, yet there are 
facts that indicate our position in this 
respect to be as central and unique as 
that of the sun in the stellar universe."' 


ills conclusion oil this point is: 
The -three startling facts that we are in 
the center of a cluster of suns and that 
that cluster is situated not only precisely 
in the plane of the Milky Way, but also 
centrally in that plane, can hardly now 
be looked upon as chance coincidences 
without any significance in relation to 
the culminating fact that the planet so 
situated has developed humanity. 
Of 
course the relation here pointed out may 
he a true relation of cause and effect and 
yet have arisen as the result of one in a 
thousand million chances occurring during 
almost infinite time: but. on the other 
Ivind. th«se thinkers may be richt who. 
holding that the universe if a manifesta- 
tion of mind and that the orderly develop- 
ment of living souls Fuj3jili"E an adequate 
r»^son why such a univerp? should have 
been called into existence. bel:<-vc that we 
ourselves ar«" its sole and sufficient result 
art«l that nowh^w else IJ-.an near *he cen- 
tral r*Ooition in the universe which we 
occupy could that result hav-s been at- 
tained.

Artillery charged with grapeshot has 


been employed to destroy groat for- 
tresses Trhich the termites, or warrior 
ants, have made in many tropical coun- 
tries. 


In South Africa the termites work 


enormous havoc. They live in a re- 
public of their own, and some of them 
have wings. The workmen, the sol- 
diers and the queens, however,' have 
uone. 
• 


The workmen construct their build-- 


ings, the soldiers defend the colony and 
keep order and the females, or queens, 
are cared for by all the others. These 
become, in point of fact, mere egg lay- 
ing machines which have to remain 
tied to one spot. 


Their nesting homes- arc often twen- 


ty feet high and pyramidal in shape. 
Cattle climb upon them without crush- 
ing them. A dozen men can find shel- 
ter in some of their chambers, and na- 
tive hunters often lie in wait inside 
them when out after wild animals. 


The ants construct galleries which 


are as wide as the bore of a large can- 
non and which run three or four feet 
underground. 


The nests are said to be 500 times as 


high as the ant's body, and it has been 
estimated that if we built our houses 
on the same scale they would be four 
times as high as the pyramids of 
Egypt.

Washington's birthday banquet of the 
phlegmatic, unemotional Lluke ot Dev- 
onshire as the eulogist of President 
Roosevelt. He had never been known 
before to propose a.personal toast to 
any one; but, to the suipiise of all, lie 
became almost enthusiastic over the 
American chief executive.

It is probable that a 
royal commission will be appointed and 
tliat a heavy guard will be sent witl) 
the highly prized treasures to guard 
them on their way to and from the 
United States and while they are there.

Beside its stately proportions the house 
tbat the late Barney Barnato built for 
himself in Park Lane, but never occu- 
pied, is a mere glorified villa, while the 
brownstone mansion erected by Alfred 
Beit further up that avenue of million- 
aires is merely a stunted and dingy edi- 
fice. 


When it came to be a question of 


having a town bouse, the duke deter- 
mined to have something appropriate 
to the grandeur and dignity of bis ti- 
tles and descent, as well, of course, as 
his own position, or nothing at all. 
Blandford House is "a princely struc- 
ture, princely in style, iu position, and, 
by all accounts, even more princely in 
cost. It is stated that he paid $380,000 
for the freehold site; $320,000 was the 
original contract for the building, while 
over §800,000 has already been expeud- 
ed in furniture and decorations, though 


" this is by no means the end of the out- 
lay in that direction. 


The house is rectangular in shape, 


and if it has defect it is tbat it is too 
narrow'for its length. The front meas- 
ures C3 feet, 'while the side measures 
109. Greater width was impossible in 
view of the site chosen, which has the 
advantage of having a street on all its 
four sides.

"theJhigh stained winijpws throw a mul- 
ticolored light over the mosaic floors 
and marble columns the ceiling rises to 
a height of-thirty feet, and it is here 
that all the most magnificent carvings 
will be introduced. Many niches have 
been left in the Trails for the reception 
of statues, on which numbers of artists 
are now at work. 


There are fifty rooms in all. The 


duke's writing room and study is on 
the ground floor, to the right of the 
entrance. Next to it comes a large and 
perfectly circular morning room, with 
three doors, while at tbe back, running 
along from one end to the other, is the 
dining room and servery, with a series 
of lifts on the most approved American 
principles, wherewith to convey all edi- 
bles from the kitchens below. There 
are two drawing rooms, on the first 
floor, one at either end of the bouse, so 
as to have the sun or shade as the sum- 
mer day advances.

have access to either, and a marble 
balustrade looks over the wide stair 
that seems designed at many parts to 
contain cozy seated corners for conver- 
sation after dinner. The most modern

How and Why You May Blow Out a 


Candle Backward. 


Hold a lighted candle eight o • ten 


Inches from your face and blow gently 
at the Haiue. Of course the Hame will 
bend over away from you as if it were 
trying to leave the wick. Blow harder, 
and the flame will KO out. That is to 
say it will leave the Avk-k and dNap- 
pear entirely. 


Now. let us think about that a little. 


When you kindle a lire fn the grate, tlie 
more draft you give it tlie better it 
burns. Blow on it. and yon will see. or 
get a pair of old fashioned bellows, 
such as your grandmother used, and 
tbe harder you work them the more 
quickly the wood ignites and the high- 
er leaps the flame. 


Why does this blowing on tbe lire 


make it burn better? Simply Iiec:mf-'» 
yon give it more oxygen, and oxygiMi 
is what lire lives on. 


But in tbe case of the candle, when 


you blow hard on it tbe Hame instead 
of burning more brightly goes out n!to- 
:other. Do .you sec the reason? Pec- 
haps this is it. The flame depends up- 
on a sufficient amount of heat to make 
.he oxygen ignite, and a sudden or 
lard blowing of the breath on it drives 
the heat away, so tbat there is not 
nough left to support combustion. 
But there is a way to blow en tbe 
•andle when within a few inches of 
•our face without blowing it out. In- 
deed you can make the flame incline

It will last a year, can be 
washed with soap and water and 
sponged with a thin glue water it will 
be a glistening black. I wash my oil- 
cloth with warm water and soap. I 
used to wash it without soap, as I read 
so much about soap spoiling it. but it 
did not look as clean as 1 thought it 
ought to, so I tried wishing it with 
soap and drying with a dry cloth, rub- 
bing it till it was dry. After I get 
through I go over it with a sponge wet 
in thin glue water, anil it gives it a 
nice, shiny appearance and is easier to 
wash next time. I have treated my 
oilcloth this way for two years. I have 
the half of- my kitchen covered'with it 
aud it is Rood yet. I don't think soap 
hurts oilcloth if it is wiped with a dry 
cloth till it is perfectly dry.—Mrs. L.

No president who lias occupied the 


White House within memory has 
made so agreeable an impression upon 
members ot the diplomatic colony as 
rreMdent Koosoveit, writes the New 
York Commercial Advertiser's Wash- 
ington correspondent. 
Indeed it is 


donbtlul whether among the reigning 
sovereigns of Europe there is one who 
is so thoroughly at home iu discussing 
with the representalncs of other na- 
tions jubt the questions in which those 
ivprc"«"ntativcs happen to be particu- 
larly interested. The German emperor 
m;ij • he an exception, for his mental 
activities are said to be almost bound- 
less. As for the others—so members 
of the foreign colony in Washington 
cny—not one of them can compare 
with the president of the -United 
Stales. There are very few questions 
about which President Roosevelt does 
not ki:ow something. He has been a 
voiacicms reader e^er since he was,a 
boy, 
and he has always been passion- 


ately fond of history and biography. 
His memory is tenacious and encyplo- 
pedic. 
V\ hatever information once 


gets into his miati sticks there, ready 
to be called <Jn at a second's notice. 
Xo president since John Quincy Ad- 
ams lias begun to compare with him 
in. the extent of his general knowledge 
of questions not immediately con- 
cerned with American politics and his- 
tory. He knows something about the 
politics and history of every nation in 
Europe, even the most insignificant 
and he at times displays a familiarity 
with them which is as surprising to 
their representatives in Washington as 
it is gratifying. 


The wife of the Austrian ambassa- 


dor. You Hengelmuller, is a native of 
Poland. If there is a region in Europe 
about which most American public 
men have vague and hazy notions, it is 
Poland. Everybody knows something 
about Kosciusko and how freedom 
shrieked when he fell, and that is 
about the limit But it happens that in 
the course of bis reading the president 
has picked up a lot of information 
about Poland and about the old Polish 
families. He knows their relationship 
to one another and the part they have 
played in polish history, so that when 
Mme. von Hengelmuller happens to be 
placed beside him at dinner he can talk 
to her about her own people with a fa- 
miliarity and with a just appreciation 
which fill her with1 astonishment and 
delight. 


So with M. Jusserand, the new 


French ambassador. M. .Tusserend is a 
litterateur of high rank in bis own 
country and has an international repu- 
tation, although comparatively few 
Americans probably have ever read 
much that he has written. . He has 
made a special study of early English 
literature and has written upon te with 
great ability and with fine discrimina- 
tion. When he came to talk with the 
president, he was flattered and over- 
joyed to find that Mr. Roosevelt had 
read everything he had ever written 
about early English literature. Piers 
Ploughman end the rest, and the two 
conversed with enthusiasm for a long 
time' upon topics congenial to both 
which have no bearing whatever upoti 
international relations. Sir Michael 
Herbert and Baron" von Sternburg of 
course are old friends, dating back to- 
the days when the president was an 
under official in Washington, and all 
the other diplomatic lepresentatives in 
Washington find their personal rela- 
tions with the occupant of the White 
House exceptionally pleasant. 


The representative of a different type 


of individual to whom tbe president 
appeals even more strongly than to tte 
diplomats was iu Washington recently 
—Setli Dullock. the sheriff of Dead- 
wood. S. D. Bullock is as fine a speci- 
men of the frontiersman as could be 
found anywhere, with long, drooping 
mustaches, aquiline nose ar.d hawklike 
eye. Bullock caiae on to visit the pres- 
ident and brouirht with him Mrs. Bul- 
lock. Tbry -were invited to the German 
imit-ienle at the White House the other 
evening, the president baling warned 
Soth in advance not to "shoot the fid- 
dler." Scth was immensely taken with 
tbe German choruses.- After the enter- 
tainment was over Senator Lodge 
asked hnu what he thought of it- "It 
w.-'s fine." was the reply. "1 liked it It 
took use a little higher up tbe gulch 
than I'd ever b«wn before, but I liked 
it"
